error on the part of the state. 

The school committee, 
meeting Tuesday night, felt the 
figures as presented last Fri- 
day, were not final and that ad- 
ditional reimbursement could 
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be anticipated. 

Andover’s state Represen- 
tative Gerald Cohen was dis- 
turbed aobut the reaction of 
selectmen, noting that the 
figures aren’t ‘‘stone final. We 
will be pursuing the matter and 
I’m confident we will recover 
much of the funds.”’ 

“T am disturbed at somme of 
the reaction and feel responsi- 
ble people should wait and do 
their homework, rather than 
making political judgments,” 
Cohen said. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Sheldon S. Cohen told the 
selectmen Monday night that he 
and Schorl Business Manager 
Edward McGuire spent the 
weekend going over the figures, 
and ‘‘we feel there is substan- 
tial error in the amounts due 
for school purposes.”’ 

Cohen and McGuire are 
hopeful of meeting with state 
officials later this week in an 
effort to show where the errors 
lie. 

The assistant manager said 
that in the area of pupil 
transportation, Andover an- 
ticipated $180,000, and is listed 
to receive only $96,000. He feels 
the figure should be $155,000. 

In the area of special educa- 
tion reimbursement, Cohen 
said the town expected $800,000 
and was allotted $300,000. He 
said he feels the town could get 
$850,000, if it can be proven the 
formula and other factors were 
incorrect. 

In the area of Chapter 70 
school aid, the town an- 
ticipated, $1,100,000, and is to 
receive only $531,000. 

The reduction in anticipated 
state revenues, by conservative 
estimate, would result in a $2.50 
increase in the tax rate, 
selectmen and other officials 
agree. That coupled with coun- 
try costs which will add $1.50 to 
the tax rate and $1.50 increase 
in school expenses virtually 
guarantees a minimum in- 
crease of over $5 on the tax rate 
without consideration of other 
town departmental needs. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
felt the town was being penaliz- 
ed by the state. He said the 
town has done its planning, is a 
leader in regional matters, and

teachers,’ he added. “There 
are some very good ones or we 
wouldn't have a good school 
system.”’

‘‘When she died, she was the 
last remaining of the five sisters 
who labored so hard in the foun- 
ding of Bon Secours, which open- 
ed its doors to patients in 1950. 

“The lonely days of countless 
elderly shut-ins, of all faiths 
were brightened by her daily 
visits as she spread without ra- 
tion her ‘‘kindly care’. 


“Sister Cornelius and four 
other sisters came to Greater 
Lawrence in September 1946 at 
the request of Cardinal Cushing. 
And until last Saturday, she has 
never left us. . .,’ said Fenton. 

She was born in County Kerry, 
Ireland, and shared with Car- 
dinal Cushing the love of Ireland, 
the church, the poor and the suf- 
fering everywhere, according to 
her eulogist. 

During her long illness, she 
received countless messages 
from ‘‘tiny tots to the President 
of the United States,’ Judge Fen- 
ton said. 

‘And the messaage on one card 
from a young girl truly captured. 
Sister’s life and death. It said so 
perfectly, ‘I see Jesus in people 
like you.’ And didn’t we all.”’

WASHINGTON -- The rela- 
tionship between Congress and 
the president has never been en- 
dearing nor enduring.

Pot Report: A confidential 
study has been prepared for the 
nation’s governors on marijuana 
decriminalization. It was 
reviewed by a distinguished 
panel, including White House ad- 
visor Peter Bourne and Senate 
Watergate counsel Sam Dash. 

Our sources have summarized 
some of the secret findings. First, 
the report does not recommend 
whether the states should 
decriminalize pot. But the report 
will advise the governors that 
they can support marijuana 
reform without running any 
great political risk.

To the Editor of 
TOWNSMAN: 

The repeated requests appear- 
ing in your columns and 
elsewhere asking that the 
Selectmen explain their reasons 
for agreeing not to extend 
Maynard Austin’s contract have 
not fallen on deaf ears. For many 
weeks I have written and 
rewritten letters outlining even a 
few of the specifics and the 
shortest I have been able to write 
was six pages, typewritten, 
single-spaced and even then it 
merely sketched the problem. 
But I feel that the voters of An- 
dover are entitled to a response 
from me. 

The decision of the Selectmen 
— and it was a unanimous deci- 
sion — to inform Mr. Austin that 
the Board did not intend to renew 
his contract 14 months down the 
line, was not a frivolous decision 
arrived at hastily.

Selectmen over the past four 
years have concurred in the 
reviews along the way — and I 
repeat that the decision made 
last June represented a un- 
animous consensus. 


I believe that I have served the 
people of Andover responsibly in 
every aspect of the job of Select- 
man, including the very hard 
decision relative to the town 
manager. It certainly would have 
been and would be much more 
comfortable for me to reverse 
my vote, but in doing so I would 
be breaking faith not only with 
myself but also with those who 
expect of me a willingness to 
make hard decisions when the 
welfare of the town is at stake.

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The Affluence Penalty 


Cherry sheet figures released last week afforded An- 
dover a distinction it can ill afford — we rank among the 
top 15 communities in the state to have had massive 
cuts in the amount of state reimbursements estimated 
for the coming fiscal year. 

Reasoning is difficult to come by, even if one were 
able to fully fathom the formula to gauge reim- 
bursements. 

One general feeling is that Andover, like many other 
communities complying with state mandate, ap- 
proximates the 100 per cent assessment rule in deter- 
mining real estate tax procedures. 

While other communities, where the assessing rule is 
a far cry from Andover’s, make loud noises at the state 
house, the towns and cities using the proper procedures 
seem to be getting penalized. 

Whatever the reason for the drastic loss in state 
receipts this year, the fact remains that Andover tax- 
payers are in deep trouble as town meeting time ap- 
proaches. 

The loss of over one-half million dollars in receipts 
will have a definite effect on budget planning processes 
now being carried out by selectmen, finance committee 
and school committee. 

The tax rate increase can now be almost safely 
predicted to rise between $5 and $10, with a five-dollar 
hike almost a certainty unless some figures can be 
reversed at the state level. 

Current estimates by administrators peg $1.50 in in- 
creased costs to the county, another $2.50 through the 
loss of state funds as reflected in the cherry sheets and 
another $1.50 in increased school costs. 

At this point, these are bare bone figures and reflect 
increases which can not be controlled. 

There will be increases in the general town budget as 
well, which as of the moment can not be determined. 

All this points to an increase of $5.50 in the tax rate 


before going into town meeting. 

The natural inclination, therefor, will be to vote down 
all items dealing with any expense at all, which also can 
prove to be a dangerous move. 

Local administrators feel they have found some 
errors in the cherry sheet figures as received last Fri- 
day. The specific errors are believed to be in the dis- 
bursement of funds applied to educational costs. 

Representatives from the town and school depart- 
ment will be presenting their case to the state 
sometime later this week, with the hope for restoring 
about a half-million in funds to the town. 

But the question remains, even if the town’s conten- 
tion proves correct, where will be the state find the 
money to reimburse the town properly? 

Also, would not this type of appeal initiate a chain 
reaction on the part of other communities? 

And, in the process of budget planning, even if the 
town’s appeal proves the state’s figures are incorrect, 
how sure can the local administrators be that the ul- 
timate reimbursement funds will be forthcoming? 

The only thing certain at this point is that Andover is 
in for some difficult financial times. Its homeowners 
already faced with increased costs in such areas as 
food, and fuel, now can anticipate that their taxes will 
be rising substantially as well. 

We doubt that the average, uncomplaining taxpayer 
in Andover can be dropped into the category of 
affluence, which from time to time has been attributed 
to the community, 

Even if the designation had some meaning, we cer- 
tainly should not be penalized for adequate and proper 
financial planning by municipal administrators. 

Hopefully, state officials will look favorably upon the 
presentation to be made by local officials, and find the 


funds to ease an economic situation which does not look 
well at this point.

conforms to the state assess- 
ment practices. 

“The equalized assessment 
used by the state is penalizing 
us,’ Greenberg said. 

He went on to say that cities 
and towns hich do not follow the 
budget planning practices as 
Andover does, or have: assess- 
ment procedures, but who go 
down to Boston and holler the 
loudest, seem to get the share 
of the funds. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
criticized the state for inac- 
curacy. ‘‘There is something 
very fundamental here — ac- 
curacy. If there are errors in 
the Cherry Sheets, and the 
figures are changed, where is 
the money going to come from. 
Even if the figures are changed, 
based on the first set, how are 
we to know if the revised 
figures are correct,’’ Bowen 
Said. 

‘There is something wrong 
with a system that encourages 
you to act irresponsibly,’’ 
Bowen went on, noting that it is 
most difficult to properly carry 
out budget planning under such 
circumstances. 

Bowen also said that in light 
of the figures it would almost 
appear necessary to vote not on 
all budget increase requests 
which do not have a bearing on 
the health and welfare of the 
community. 

Selectman Janet Lake was 
also critical of state reaction to 
Andover, noting that at a recent 
Governor’s economic con- 
ference in Lawrence, Andover 
requests were not either 
recognized or were state of- 
ficials aware of such things as 
the town’s need for a connector 
road from Route 93 to Lowell 
Junction.

Enrollment for next sear’s 
traditional school will remain 
open as long as feasible to set 
plans in motion for fall — 
probably until May. 


The school committee elected 
to keep the enrollment open 
after hearing Tuesday night 
that some of the parents who 
expressed interest through a re- 
cent survey had not been con- 
tacted about last week’s official 
enrollment.

Griggs said he expects 
Shawsheen, which has 340 
pupils this year, to decline to 
227 next year and less than 200 
by 1980. There won’t be enough 
pupils next year to have two full 
classes per grade he said, so 
suggested that the school be cut 
back to one classroom per 
grade in 1977-78. The extra 
pupils, he said, could be shifted 
to Doherty and Sanborn Schools 
by redrawing of the district 
lines. 

Further redistricting the 
following year of West, South 
and Sanborn, Schools, would 
allow for the phasing out of 
Shawsheen entirely. He said 
South and Sanborn enrollments 
would have declined enough 
themselves to enable them to 
accommodate the additional 
pupils. 

Griggs said the move of some 
70 Shawsheen youngsters next 
year, and cutting back to one 
class per grade, would 
eliminate the need for five and 
a half teaching positions. He 
said a ‘“‘head’’ teacher could 
take the place of a full ad- 
ministrator since the load 
would be so much lighter. 

At the same time, he an- 
ticipated that one sixth grade 
teacher at Bancroft, four 
teachers at South (one each 
from second, third, fifth and 
sixth grades), and two at San- 
born, as well as a possible four 
in the West Elementary con- 
temporary program (first, se- 
cond, third and sixth) could be 
eliminated because of declining 
enrollments at those schools. 

Adding five teachers for the 
traditional program, and allow- 
ing a couple for possible in- 
creases elsewhere, he figured 
the system could save nine 
teaching positions next year. 

Griggs said that the ad- 
ministrative functions now in 
Stowe and Jackson schools 
could be consolidated in 
Shawsheen with a minimum of 
renovations. Central office and 
the media distribution center 
now occupy the old Stowe 
School, with special education 
offices and reading program in 
Jackson, 

Plant Engineer Al Hart es- 
timated that the two old schools 
now cost about $22,000 a year in 
utilities — mostly in fuel oil. 
Both are on the central boiler 
Which also heats Doherty and 
East Jr. High. 

He said he is projecting $11,- 
000 in maintenance costs for the 
two schools next year, adding 
that some major improvements

DeMoulas’ Timely Gift 


In January, 1976, DeMoulas Market donated an NCR 501 
Computer to the Town of Andover. This machine nearly an 
exact duplicate of the machine installed in the Town hall in 
January, 1966. The machine was installed at the Water Filtra- 
tion Plant. 

All water and sewer service charge billings and customer 
record cards are handled on this donated machine, thus 
relieving the workload on the town hall equipment. This 
machine is all used for paying bills when there is an overload 
at the town hall. 

The machine donated by DeMoulas provides a much needed 
backup for the well worn town equipment. Previously, if that 
equipment failed and interfered with the payroll operation, 
the Town Accountant’s office employee would take the 
program and the payroll records to a similar machine in 
another community. Today, however, there are very few of 
these machines in operation. Consequently, the machine 


CETA Program 
Provided Town 
With Services 


In the past year, 50 individuals have found positions in An- 
dover under the CETA Program. Twenty of these individuals 
were hired under $51,424 of federal fund allocated to the Town 
on Jan. 2, 1976. The balance of the CETA participants were 
hired under a second allocation of $89,000 which was granted 
to the Town on April 30, 1976. Nearly 90% of the employees 
hired are Andover residents. 


The current employment level under CETA stands at 37. 
Since the State Office of Manpower Affairs has mandated 
that employment under this program cannot exceed a max- 
imum of 12 months, most the present employees will be 
separated from their positions by June of 1977. 

The termination of present employees will not mean a ter- 
mination of the CETA Program itself. New funds received in 
February have allowed the creation of new CETA positions 
which will continue through fiscal year ’77. 


During the past year, a total of seven town departments 
and non profit agencies asked for useful and necessary func- 
tions which are reflected in decreased operating expenses to 
the Town. The assignment of CETA personnel to these 
departments and agencies in Andover was as follows:

The new ambulance, 
delivered and placed in ser- 
vice in the summer of 1976, 
is fully equipped with all 
necessary emergency 
medical equipment. 

The firefighters assigned 
to ambulance duty have 
been taking courses for cer- 
tification as Emergency 
Medical Technicians, ten 
members of the department 
are now registered E.M.T.s. 

Also during the year, 56 
members of the department 
were trained in car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation. 

This training will continue 
until such time as all 
members of the department, 
including new appointees, 
are trained to meet all re- 
quirements of new state 
laws administered by the 
Department of Public 
Health. 

Ambulance calls in 1976 
totalled 727, with 216 of 
those served being non- 
residents and billed for ser- 
vice. 

During the past 12 month 
period there were 682 
responses to fires, 12 for 
mutual aid calls to surroun- 
ding communities and 89 
false alarm responses. 

Total number of service 
calls for all areas of 
fireprotection and preven- 
tion was 2,082. Service in- 
cludes such things as 
quarterly inspection nursing 
homes, inns, places of public 
assembly, conducting of fire 
drills in public and private 
schools, and inspection of 
commercial properties. 
Such activity also includes 
the inspection for issuance 
of permits for oil and other 
flammable storage.

For the 18 month period of 
July 1974 through December 
1975, there were 168 new 
housing units authorized for 
a total estimated value of 
$6,041,500. Total for all per- 
mits issued during that 
period was $18,340,703, and 
included over $9 million in 
other type permits including 
the new Hewlett-Packard 
plant in West Andover. 

During 1976, with no ma- 
jor industrial development, 
the 12-month total for all 
permits issued was $9,489,- 
994. 

Permits for additions and 
alterations issued during 
1976 was $1,359,664.

Both the inspector and his 
assistant have attended 
courses mandated by the 
state in order to attain cer- 
tification under the 
Massachusetts State 
Building Code. 


The local department is 
now charged with the in- 
spection of public buildings, 
such as schools, halls, nur- 
sing homes, and insuring 
that design criteria is met in 
all instances. 

Updating of fees for in- 
spection issuance and allied 
work this past year, enabled 
the department to continue 
on a self-sustaining basis 
relative to expense-cost. 


Fees collected in 1976 for 
building permits issued 
totalled $33,602. 

During the year com- 
plaints on building or zoning 
violations reported to the 
department were in- 
vestigated and correction 
made without incident, 
where necessary. 


Sporting Licenses 


The state department of 
Fisheries and Game 
receives most of the 
receipts from the issuance 
of fishing and hunting 
licenses. 

In Andover last year, 978 
licenses were sold, netting 
$7,572.15, with the town 
retaining $234.15. 


Snowfall 


The winter of 1977 will 
certainly provide some ma- 
jor adjustment in the 
recorded snowfall as com- 
pared to that of a year ago. 


The highway department 
had 26 inches of snow to han- 
dle in 1976, with nine inches 
recorded in January ‘and’ 17 
‘in December.

This was but one task 
assigned the commission by 
the selectmen and town 
manager, but a most impor- 
tant step in proceeding along 
its new directions. 

As town meeting time ap- 
proaches in 1977, the final 
stages are set for sale of the 
building to Crowninshield 
Corp., a Peabody real estate 
development firm. Still in 
progress as the new year 
began was work on the 
purchase and sales agree- 
ment between Crow- 
ninshield and the Brothers 
of the Sacred Heart. 

Also, the Board of Appeals 
has under consideration a 
petition for a variance to 
allow conversion of the 
building to 80 apartment un- 
its. 

Town officials are also 
also in the process of con- 
ducting negotiations for 
purchase of the Cardinal 
Cushing gymnasium and the 
playfields, the latter desired 
by the town for recreation 
and conservation use. 

Under the reorganization 
plan set for the commission 
in 1976, the group was 
assigned a role not 
specifically directed toward 
\industrial development 
‘alone.

the future growth of the 
community. The effort was 
part of a program conducted 
under the direction of the 
state office of planning. 

An important result of the 
survey indicated a strong 
desire by local residents for 
the acquisition of clean in- 
dustry for Andover as a top 
priority. 

The commission has also 
been handed the matter of 
attempting to find a central 
downtown location for the 
post office. The U. S. Postal 
Service has been attempting 
to find a location in Andover 
for a new processing facili- 
ty. With the postal service 
coming up with some sites, 
unacceptable to the town 
and Andover officials 
suggesting others not 
suitable to the post office, 
the IDC is now reviewing the 
problem. 


known as Andover 
Technological Center in 
West Andover, hopefully 
resulting in additional in- 
dustrial growth and resul- 
tant assistance in the town’s 
tax base. 

In addition to these ac- 
tivities, une commission also 
instituted functions in other 
areas of importance such as 
establishing a program to 
serve the needs of prospec- 
tive industrial and commer- 
cial firms, work on publica- 
tion of a brochure describing 
the industrial potential of 
the town and other facts 
about Andover, composition 
of a thorough industrial 
directory ‘to encourage use 
of Andover commercial and 
industrial firms. 

Assistance has been 
provided to Allied Chemical 
Co., for disposal of its 
property off Dascomb Road 
and support given for the 
urgent need of an in- 
terchange off Route 93 to the 
Lowell Junction Industrial 
area, making access easier 
and relieving traffic 
problems in the Ballardvale 
area. 

The commission has also 
been working with the plan- 
ning board on improvement 
for the Central Business 
District, as well as es- 
tablishing regulations for in- 
dustrial D zoning areas in 
the community.

A significant reduction in 
the number of housebreaks 
in Andover was recorded in 
the police department in 
1976, a drop from 331 to 276. 

The department feels the 
reduction is due to increased 
police surveillance coupled 
with awareness of residents 
of the community to unusual 
or suspicious activity in 
neighborhoods and reporting 
the happenings to police im- 
mediately. 

There was also a drop in 
the number of stolen cars, 96 
such thefts in 1976, com- 
pared to 140 in 1975, and a 
lesser amount of stolen 
bicycles this past year. 

During 1976, the police 
department is currently be- 
ing carried out by a consul- 
tant firm, as approved by 
the 1976 town meeting, and 
until such time as the work 
is complete, no personnel 
assignment changes are con- 
templated, 

Several members of the 
department took advanced 
courses in police enforce- 
ment work at various 
college and specialist train- 
ing schools.

The Spirit of ’76 in An-° 


dover was Bicentennial all 
the way, and while the last 
official event of the two- 
year observance was a whiz- 
bang Fourth of July, the 
memories — and some of 
the activities — linger on. 

In fact, one of the goals of 
the Bicentennial Committee 
had been to leave some 
lasting remembrances for 
future generations, In that 
vein, Bicentennial Chairman 
Norma Gammon set out in 
search of the Andover Rock, 
and when the four-ton 
boulder was found in West 
Andover, had it planted in 
the Central-School Street 
triangle. In the spring of 
1977, it will bear a bronze 
plaque listing the names of 
the Andover men who died 
in the War of the Revolution. 
Special plantings and a flag 
pole will complete the 
memorial. 

The Andover Company of 
Militia, one of the most 
authentic units in the Com- 
monwealth, was led by Capt. 
Edward Parker to various 
Bicentennial observances 
around the state and the 
recommissioned militia 
planned to continue with 
Revolutionary War re- 
enactments until 1978. 

The militia marched at 
Concord on Patriots Day in 
April — just as the original 
one had in 1775 — and par- 
ticipated in many town 
events during May, the most 
Bicentennial of months 
here. 

A sudden downpour on the 
evening of May 6 didn’t 
dampen. the spirits of the 


Candlelight Ceremony. They 
merely followed the An- 
dover High School Band 
from Town Hall to East Jr. 
High’s Memorial 
Auditorium, where they 
watched more than 200 
students enact the purchase 
of the town from the In- 
dians. 

The longest parade ever 
seen in Andover marched up 
Main Street on a sparkling 
Sunday, May 9. Residents 
watched in glee as the 
militia led the two-hour 
chain of 20 marching units, 
16 floats and 10 walking 
groups. The parade was 
complete with 250 reserved 
seats for senior citizens, 
portable rest stops and 
standby medical help. 
Parade Chairman Sidney 
White himself commanded 
the popular mounted Aleppo 
Shriner Unit. 

Following the parade, the 
crowds adjourned to The 
Playstead for an old- 
fashioned picnic with 
demonstrations by the An- 
dover Militia and the Fifth 
Massachusetts Regiment, 
old-fashioned games for the 
youngsters and a pie-baking 
contest. 

More than 100 craftsmen 
turned out on Sunday, May 
16, for a day-long exhibit in 
Central Park, and the event 
was one of the stops on that 
day’s bus tour of Andover’s 
historic homes and land- 
marks. The bus tours, con- 
tinued on the last two Sun- 
days of the month, with the 
added attraction of flower 
and garden exhibits.

An early morning 
graveside service at the 
South Church Cemetery led 
off July 4 ceremonies, as the 
Rev. J. Everett Bodge and 
the Andover Militia paid 
tribute to the Andover men 
who answered the call to 
arms in 1776. 

The Militia then led fellow 
townsmen up the hill to 
Phillips Academy’s Cochran 
Chapel, were more than 1200 
people participated in an 
Ecumenical Service, while 
millions of countrymen 
were doing the same. 


The after-church 
breakfast on the chapel lawn 
was a Sell-out, accompanied 
by an hour-long recital on 
the Academy Bell Tower’s 
carillon. 

Those bells were joined at 
2 o’clock by others across 
town and the nation in a 
four-minute observance of 
the actual signing of the 
Declaration of 
Independence on July 4, 
1776. 

An afternoon of band con- 
certs, children’s games and 
rides, art and antique dis- 
plays and a craft show, 
brought out the largest July 
4th crowd in history, and an 
estimated 15,000 people 
witnessed the Special 
Bicentennial fireworks 
which were set off at dusk 
and dramatically concluded 
with the singing of the 
National Anthem.

Trees 
Replaced 


The forestry division of 
the department of public 
works planted 141 trees dur- 
ing the spring and fall plan- 
ting seasons, along with 
helping Andover 
organizations with special 
plantings. 

Special work included the 
planting of a white flowering 
dogwood at Roger’s Dell for 
the Conservation Commis- 
sion and a flowering cherry 
tree in Andover Park for the 
Andover Center Merchants. 

The division assisted the 
Andover Garden club with 
the start of a program to 
replace Elm trees on Elm 
street and also aided the 
organization which assisted 
the Bicentennial commis- 
sion with plantings at the 
triangle at Central and 
School streets. 


Dead, diseased or 
dangerous trees were 
removed by the division dur- 
ing the year and totalled 159 
varying in size from ten in- 
ches in diameter to 30 in- 
ches. 

The division annually con- 
ducts spraying programs as 
approved by state and 
federal authorities to 
protect trees against insect- 
pest infestation. 

In August, while the area 
had some anxious moments 
concerning Hurricane Belle, 
the town was only brushed 
as the storm took a turn 
away. But there was suf- 
ficient debris left by the 
moderately high wind and 
rain, to keep the division 
busy in cleanup division for 
a couple of days. 


Historie 
Past Is 
Examined 


The Andover Historical 
Commission’s efforts during 
the Republic’s 200th year 
were concentrated on the 
many town celebrations, 
with members serving on 
the Bicentennial Com- 
mittee, the Historic District 
Study Committee, and as ad- 
visors to Col. Edward M. 
Harris while he prepared his 
book, ‘‘Andover in the 
American Revolution.”’ 

Norma A. Gammon, 
chairman of the town wide 
Bicentennial Committee, 
became the Commission’s 
newest member. 


The Historical Commis- 
sion continued its efforts to 
complete a historical and 
architectural survey of the 
community begun in 1975, 
and received a grant of $2500 
in matching funds from the 
Massachusetts Historical 
Commission to complete 
historical research on par- 
ticular buildings and provide 
photographs of them. 

The Commission’s historic 
brochure was accepted by 
townspeople and tourists 
alike, and continues to be 
available at Memorial Hall 
Library and the Town 
Clerk’s office. 


In addition to Bicentennial 
activities, Commission Co- 
chairmen Philip Allen and 
Philip Dargie served on the 
Town’s Growth Policy Com- 
mittee. At the request of 
several residents, the Com- 
mittee voiced its concern 
about the effects tree trim- 
ming would have on historic 
houses on River Road, to 
Selectmen in September. 


Bikeways 
Studied 


The newly formed An- 
dover Bikeways Committee 
in 1976 planned a system of 
bikeways to link a number of 
particularly interesting and 
beautiful locations in town 
— then waited, in vain, for 
state or federal funds to help 
make its plans come true. 

As the year ended, 
however, there appeared to 
be a good chance of getting 
75 percent support from the 
state, and the committee 
continued with plans to ask 
Town Meeting, 1977, to 
authorize the other 75 per- 
cent. 

The bikeways were plann- 
ed along existing town roads 
with a minimum traffic 
flow. The committee 
proposed that bikeracks be 
placed at a dozen or so 
locations so riders could 
walk around and enjoy the 
scenery. They also proposed 
that signs be placed at con- 
fusing turns, and that direc- 
tions to the various selected 
locations be printed on town 
maps. 

The committee originally 
planned to ask Town 
Meeting 1976 for funding, 
but when the Finance Com- 
mittee and Board of 
Selectmen failed to go along 
for economy reasons, they 
agreed on an article which 
directed the town manager 
to go after higher govern- 
ment funding.

For the past three years the primary goals of the Andover 
school system have been to stabilize the tax rate and to main- 
tain and improve the level of basic skills attainment. I believe 
the community, school committee, educators, and students 
should feel quite pleased in that these goals have been achiev- 
ed. 

Although it may be a surprise to many of the citizens in the 
town, Andover is now at the State average in per pupil expen- 
ditures. What this means is if we were to take the average 
cost of educating a public school child in the state of 
Massachusetts, Andover is spending that sum of money. 

I am sure there are many who would feel that Andover 
spends much more. 

Such is not the case. 

The average score on our achievement tests shows that we 
are significantly above the national norm. I can say with 
great assurance that the Andover students do know their 
basic skills quite well. Naturally there are those who are hav- 
ing instructional problems but looking at the 6400 children as 
a system, we do extremely well. 

Looking ahead to the future, it would seem that the 
educational enterprise in Andover is at the crossroads. For 
example, many students who have a well-rounded basic skills 
background and who are asking ‘‘what’s next?’’ We must 
provide better programming or we may very well have a 
motivation problem. This would be a simple problem to solve 
if we had the money and if the people were willing to 
allocate the money. 

Data from the state strongly suggests that state aid will be 
reduced in the very near future. It would seem that we are 
facing the ‘‘price and pride dilemma’’ of most communities 
today. The town of Andover must address itself to the quality 
of education it wants for our children and the price they are 
willing to pay. It will require much greater attention on the 
part of more citizens. It is not satisfactory to elect a school 
committee member and then to assume that everything will 
be all right. 

The quality of education you will support is the issue. Ad- 
ding to this problem is the real concern I have for the senior 
citizens and the unemployed. Naturally my first concern is 
the education of our youth but close behind is the financial 
crisis for some in Andover. The only way out of this dilemma 
is tax reform. 

I think concerted effort is essential in this area or else we 
will have a continuation of fear and frustration for those on 
fixed incomes. 

I could have addressed myself on school programs but I 
believe the future of sustained meaningful education rests on 
the resolution of the above problems.

Another group was 
thought to be particularly 
Suited to a traditional type 
school where one teacher 
works with a single group of 
pupils in all academic sub- 
jects using texts and 
workbooks. Both groups 
were accommodated this 
year in new and different 
programs, each providing 
experiences for under 200 
students. 

Special Needs children 
enjoyed an expansion of ser- 
vices as Andover main- 
tained its leadership posi- 
tion in the Commonwealth in 
Chapter 766 efforts. 

The High School ‘“CORE”’ 


Program enrolled a number 
of youths who would have 
been attending educational 
institutions outside of Town 
at a much higher cost with 
no better opportunities; a

Sheltered Workshop gives 
handicapped youngsters a 
chance to earn money, learn 
skills, and feel a sense of 
usefulness; a class for young 
people unable to relate in 
regular classes allows them 
to continue their education; 
and a new service per- 
formed by two School Ad- 
justment Counselors creates 
a home-school link designed 
to make a better life for 
troubled children. 

Special Needs programs 
are costly, but through the 


efforts of Mrs. Kvilekval 
and her staff, Andover’s 
children receive optimum 
services at greatest 
economy by investigating 
every avenue available and 
generating capability locally 
rather than simply sending 
cases ‘‘outside.”’ 

Home-school contact 
received attention in the in- 
ception of a revised report 
card and homework policy. 
The new report, issued four 
times a year, is more detail- 
ed and offers letter grades 
for subjects. The homework 
revisions allowed increased 
flexibility yet retained the 
requirement that regular 
homework be assigned as a 
part of the learning process. 
Parents have indicated 
satisfaction with both. 

As in previous recent 
years, Andover’s achieve- 
ment testing revealed 
superiority in relation to 
National Averages. In 92% 
of the subtests in all areas, 
Andover students equalled 
or exceeded the 70th percen- 
tile, which means that An- 
dover pupils did better than 
70 percent of pupils 
throughout the country. 
Such. tests are designed to 


compare local pupils to a 
National average. Ad- 
ditional tests were begun in 
1976 which show how much 
of a subject’s material the 
pupils know; these are call- 
ed “internal tests’’ and are 
given to a small group 
representative of all An- 
dover pupils. Conclusions 
are tentative at this time 
since the program is so new, 
but indications are that 
students have learned at 
least 70’% of the material 
expected. Combined with 
Achievement test results, 
all signs point to the fact 
that Andover’s instructional 
program is sound and 
results superior. 


The dual problem of shif- 
ting enrollment and shrink- 
ing finances indicate in- 
creased emphasis on fun- 
damentals with instruction 
gradually becoming 
“‘groupier’’ and ‘‘bookier.”’ 
The immediate future in- 
dicates bold efforts to keep 
spending under strict con- 
trols and make every dollar 
count toward the finest 
program that can be devised 
for each child. It is not 
easy!! 


Traditional System Inaugurated 


One of the most signifi- 
cant changes in Andover 
schools in 1976 was the in- 
stitution of traditional 
school aternative, following 
a joint effort of many 
months by parents and the 
administration. 

When school opened in 
September, some 173 
youngsters marched into the 
traditional program at West 
Elementary School — where 
one self-contained 
classroom was provided for 
each grade, kindergarten 


through 6. 

West was chosen because 
a preponderance of the 
youngsters enrolled were 
already attending the 
school, and because it was 
large enough to take on the 
additional load with a 
minimum displacement of 
other students. 

The school committee had 
insisted that the alternative 
be housed under one roof. 
Two special needs classes 
were, in the end, moved to 
other schools in the system. 

West Principal Eugene 
Frulla welcomed the ad- 
ditional challenge, and met 
personally with most of the 
traditional parents before 
school opened. Teachers 
were chosen — many of 
them volunteered — from 
within the system. 

The classrooms don’t look 
much different than those 
most Andover residents 
above voting age remember 
— and not a lot different 
than many of the pupils had 
just come from. They have 
four walls, 25 to 30 desks, 
and supply cabinets and 
other gear to make them as 
self-sufficient as possible. 

The atmosphere inside, 
however, generally com- 
mands stricter discipline, 
more emphasis on 
curriculum, and greater use 
of textbooks and workbooks. 


While homework is re- 
quired for all Andover 
school youngsters, the

traditional pupils are 
generally given a heavier 
load. They also receive 
report cards, with letter 
grades, four times a year. 
Traditional class sizes and 
the $40 or so per pupil cost 
for instructional materials 
are consistent with other 
schools. 

One of the considerations 
of the new program was that 
the participants not be 
isolated from other school 
children. 

Frulla had recommended 
that the traditional 
classrooms be integrated 
with contemporary ones at 
the same levels, and his plan 
ultimately was approved by 


the school committee. 

The youngsters also have 
an opportunity to interact 
with the others at lunch, 
recess, and during special 
activities such _ as 
assemblies. They have their 
own non-academic activities 
such as phys ed and music. 

Original busing plans also 
allowed for interaction. The 
traditional and St. 
Augustine’s pupils originally 
arrived at their 
neighborhood schools per 
usual — on foot or by bus. 
Then they were shuttled to 
West and St. Augustine’s. 

The added confusion caus- 
ed a lot of tardiness 
throughout the system, 


however, and buses were 
quickly added to pick up 
traditional and parochial 
pupils directly at bus stops 
around town. 

Another slight concern 
was raised over the decen- 
tralization of the special 
needs program, when two 
classes were moved out. 
Frulla, however, contends 
that the decentralization 
might in fact strengthen the 
special needs program, by 
speeding its youngsters’ ad- 
justment into the 
mainstream. They have had 
more opportunity to in- 
tegrate with the rest of the 
schools than when special 
needs classes were all 
lumped together. 

By the end of the calendar 
year, members of the 
Traditional School Parent 
Advisory Council were 
ready with an ‘‘overwhelm- 
ing endorsement’’ of the 
program, and asked that it 
be continued and expanded 
in 1977-78, with the possible 
addition of a traditional 
summer school. 

The parents heaped praise 
on the principal, teachers 
and pupils — the pupils, they 
said, had readily adapted to 
the new environment and 
seemed stimulated and 
eager to achieve. 

Frulla in return com- 
plimented the traditional 
parents on maintaining a 
close relationship with the 
school on their childrens’ 
progress. 

Frulla himself calls the 
traditional alternative 
“very good . . . excellent for 
some children,’’ adding that 
parents must very carefully 
weigh their educational ob- 
jectives to see whether the 
traditional or contemporary 
program is right for their 
youngsters. 

He looks forward, he says, 
to the day when the system 
will have a number of alter- 
natives consistent with 
every child’s learning 
styles.

Selectmen’s Decisions 


The Board of Selectmen held 23 regular meetings and 
24 special meetings together with one joint meeting 
with the School Committee during the period January 1, 


following the election of Susan T. Poore and Richard J. 
Bowen to the Board, the following officers were elected 
by the Board: 

Chairman Milton Greenberg; Vice-Chairman Alan F. 
French; and Secretary Janet D. Lake. 


The Board of Selectmen enthusiastically supported the out- 
standing program developed by Andover’s Bicentennial 


Committee under the leadership of Norma Gammon in. 


celebrating our Nation’s birthday. The members par- 
ticipated in numerous events of the year. 


Conducted a public hearing on the preliminary flood hazard 
boundary maps, following which the Board recommended 
to HUD that the identification of flood hazard areas be 


limited to the flood plains of the Merrimack River and the 
Shawsheen River. 


The matter of a new postal facility for the Town of Andover 
was discussed numerous times during the year. Several 
conferences were held with the Planning Board and 
representatives of the U. S. Postal Service. The Board ac- 
tively opposed the Andover Street site on the property of 
Sidney P. White and rejected Dale Street and Stevens 
Street as possible sites. The Board followed a consistent 
policy that any new postal facility should be a full-service 
facility together with mail handling and should be located 
within the Central Business District. 


The Board is confident such a full-service facility, within 
the Central Business District, is achievable. 


Adopted a policy in October, 1976 directing Andover’s 
representatives working with the North East Solid Waste 
Committee to strive for the completion of a contract with 
Universal Oil Products for resource recovery facility 
capable of generating electricity which would be the most 
financially advantageous from the standpoint of the Town 
of Andover as can be negotiated. 


Established a Local Growth Policy Committee in accor- 
dance with the Massachusetts Growth Policy Development 
Act for the formulation of a growth and development policy 
for the Town of Andover. 

Supported the soliciting of the views of the citizens through 
a successful growth policy questionnaire. 

Conducted two public hearings on the proposed growth 
policy and adopted a policy in November and filed the same 
with the Merrimack Valley Planning Commission and the 
Office of State Planning. 


The members of the Board of Selectmen participated dur- 
ing the first six months of 1976 in numerous conferences 
with members of the Harbridge House, the Town Manager 
and the Assistant Town Manager in developing com- 
munications and recommendations for improving the ex- 
ecution of the Town’s general management functions. In 
June, its direction that the Town Manager to employ a cen- 
tral purchasing agent. 


During the year the Selectmen received and discussed 
numerous reports by Town officials and committees on the 
efforts of the Brothers of the Sacred Heart to dispose of 
their property. Particular consideration was given to the 
proposal of the Crowninshield Corporation for the use of the 
main Sacred Heart Building, the former American Woolen 
Corporate Office Building, for conversion into apartments.

Chairman Milton Greenberg led the Andover delegation to 
New York City in December in an effort to have Moody’s 
Investment Service change Andover’s credit rating from 
Aa to Aaa. While the application was denied, foundation 
was laid for future improvement in the rating which bears 
on the interest rate.charged the Town for bond issues.

Rec/School Program 
Became More Diversified Inspection 


The Department of 
Recreation/Community 
Schools considers 1976 as a 
year of ‘‘assessment and 
growth’’ — particularly in 
the area of human services. 

From the beginning of 
R/CS in 1972 through 1975, 
the program primarily con- 
centrated on enrichment, 
academic and recreational 
areas, according to com- 
munity interest. 

Diversification in 1976 
brought the department into 
the human service field 
through a lecture series on 
adolescents, personal 
growth workshops and a 
modern psychological 
therapy lecture series. In 
fact, a whole new section en- 
titled ‘“‘Public and Human 
Service Programs’’ was 
added to the 1976-77 winter 
program. 


At the same time, R/CS 
evaluated and upgraded ex- 
isting programs — par- 
ticularly significant were 
playground and waterfront 
changes. 

In the Summer of ’76, two 
human service programs 
were added. The traditional, 
eight-week special needs 
Summer program for men- 
tally retarded and physical- 
ly handicapped residents 
between the ages of 6 and 21 
was extended by seven hours 
per week. The program was 
Structured to be a learning 
program in practical skills, 
as well as a social ex- 
perience, 


The department also 
responded to the need for a 
replacement of the former 
Deerjump Program for 
emotionally and behavioral- 
ly disturbed or environmen- 
tally deprived elementary 
children, The new four-week 
program, developed through 
a joint effort of residents 
and Andover teachers was 
titled Project ABLE — A 
Better Life Experience, and 
was’ funded by thé ‘Andover 


School Committee. 

A total of 36 youngsters 
participated; the special 
(The Andy 500), R/CS in- 
needs camp registered 34. 

In response to a long- 
Standing request, R/CS 
created a preschool 
playground program three 
mornings a week at Sanborn 
School. Two supervisors, 
four leaders and two aides 
brought almost all regular 
playground activities to 
more than 70 four and five- 
year-olds. 

As in past summers, 
emphasis was placed on 
special interest programs 
for all ages, in addition to 
summer playgrounds at five 
elementary schools. The 
academic summer program 
was held at Bancroft School, 
where the department also 
provided supplemental 
enrichment classes. All 
playgrounds offered recrea- 
tion, as well as skill ac- 
tivities such as woodwork- 
ing, art, drama, needlework 
and crafts. 

Following the summer 
program, the department 
offered two 10-week sessions 
in academics, practical 
skills and recreation, and 


public demand resulted in a 


formal 1976 spring program. 
The Fall and Winter 
programs each offered more 
than 120 classes and 
registered more than 2,000 
people for the 10-week 
sessions, while the spring 
program of 21 courses turn- 
ed up more than 280 
registrants, 

The number of kinds of 
trips and special events also 
increased in 1976. 

More than 80 junior and 
senior high pupils took two 
overnight ski trips and there 
were many youth and family 
trips to places of interest in 
the Greater Boston area. 

In addition to existing an- 
nual competitions in gym- 
nastics, volleyball, ping 
pong and’ the soapbox derby 


initiated new competitions 
in poweng tennis, bicycle 
racing (The Bicenténnial 
Cup Race) and cross- 
country running. R/CS also 
hosted a G Sportsman 
Competition in conjunction 
with the town’s day-long, 
July 4th celebration. 


Senior citizen programs 
have also been on the R/CS 
schedule. There was a big 
turnout for Day-in-the-Park 
in June, when seniors en- 
joyed games, contests, sing- 
ing, and a full luncheon. A 
set of ‘‘older resident’’ 
courses is offered in each 10- 
week session to provide 
more convenient daytime 
programming of interest to 
them, and all R/CS 
programs are offered free of 
charge to residents over 60. 

Under the joint auspices 
of the Andover Artists Guild 
and the Recreation Com- 
munity Schools Department, 
October’s Second Annual 
Art-in-the-Park exhibit drew 
more than 100 amateur and 
professional artists in the 
media of watercolors, oils, 
photography and sculpture. 
As an adjunct to the 
successful art show, R/CS 
and American Field Service 
joined to offer the First An- 
nual Crafts-in-the-Park 
Show in May, and more than 
90 craftsmen displayed their 
handiwork. 

The 1976 Annual Town 
Meeting approved a special 
,article in the sum of $46,000 
ito construct a set of sighted 
tennis courts in Recreation 
Park, as well as to complete 
a program designed to 
eliminate soil erosion in the 
north end of the park. The 
new Pomps Pond bathhouse 
was completed and water- 
front activities were ex- 
panded to include instruc- 
tion in diving and com- 
petitive swimming. The 
traditional swimming 
lessons drew more than 400 
children and adults for the 
six-week sessions.

Services Prove 


To Be Beneficial 


The department of in- 
spection services is a com- 
paratively new municipal 
agency for Andover. 

James Rand, who heads 
the department, works 
closely with the town 
manager, the building and 
planning department, public 
works department and 
health agencies, to insure 
conformance of all new con- 
struction and development 
in the town with rules, 
regulations and bylaws. 

Daily inspection is carried 
out. The scope of the inspec- 
tions include the construc- 
tion of roads within the sub- 
division and all utilities, 
such as sanitary sewers, 
water mains, storm 
drainage, gas, electric and 
telephone. 

A full testing program is 
also conducted during and 
after construction to insure 
specifications are met. All 
Sanitary sewers and 
manholes are tested for in- 
filtration before being plac- 
ed in service. Water mains 
are subject to three 
separate tests prior to ap- 
proval. These tests are 
pressure, leakage and 
bacteria; and unless all 
tests are satisfactory, no 
water main may be placed 
in service. 

There are approximately 


25 subdivisions in various 
stages of construction rang- 
ing from plans on paper to 
completed subdivisions with 
streets submitted for accep- 
tance. In 1976 over 675 in- 
spections were made on 
these subdivisions. This in- 
cludes the testing of 
sanitary sewers and water 
mains; water samples for 
bacteria testing. 


The inspector compiles 
reports for the town 
manager and the director of 
public works. He also 
reports to the planning 
board on specific items re- 
quested and submits reports 
to the board for information. 
The inspector will check 
subdivisions for conformity 
with approved plans of the 
Andover Conservation Com- 
mission. 


In addition, the inspector 
checks street openings and 
maintains a cross-section 
file on all street openings 
and contractors. A file on in- 
surance coverage of all road 
contractors working within 
the town is maintained. 

Also, Rand can act as the 
resident inspector on pro- 
jects under contract for the 
installation of sanitary 
sewers, water mains, storm 
drainage, sidewalks and 
similar projects.

Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Newton A. Jones, 
who retired toward the end 
of 1976, reports that during 
the year a total of 13,751 
items were inspected for 
proper labelling, weight, 
count and volume content. 
Of these spot checks, 9635 


items were found to be cor- 
rect, 2,493 deficient in con- 
tent and 1,623 containing an 
amount in excess of 
declared quantity. 

The department sealed 209 
measuring devices as proper 
after inspection and provid- 
ed adjustment to 18.

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Inspection Services Increased 


Increased enforcement of 
regulations regarding septic 
system installations, for the 
protection of the residents 
and the town, was among 
the major activities of the 
Board of Health during the 
past year. 

New regulations instituted 
by the board, mandating 
strict methods of installa- 
tion of such systems results 
in less problems for new 
homeowners and prevents 
problems being brought to 
the town at a later date. 

Under the direction of 
Neal D. McDowell, director 
of the health department, all 
installations are inspected 


periodically during the in- 
stallation process, to be sure 
that town regulations are 
being followed. 

Enforcement in this area 
increased 102 per cent this 
past year, Warning letters, 
hearings before the board, 
some court action and in 
some cases, revocation of 
licenses to subsurface 
sanitary systems installers. 

Also increased in the past 
year was the area of food 
program inspections 
throughout the town. This 
area of activity increased 
119 per cent over that of the 
previous year. 

The health department 


also conducted clinics dur- 
ing the year, with 102 such 
programs conducted in the 
area of service to the town’s 
senior citizens, rabies in- 
noculation clinics in which 
910 dogs received shots, four 
flu clinics for 1,609 citizens, 
hypertension clinics for 245 
and lead paint clinics. 


Growth of the town also 
dictates growth of services 
and this was evident in the 
area of issuance of gas, 
plumbing and sewer in- 
stallation permits as ad- 
ministered by the depart- 
ment and requiring inspec- 
tion, 


Land Acquired By 


Conservation Group 


Provided a bond issue 
totalling $780,000 for acquisi- 
tion of properties by the 1976 
town meeting, the Conserva- 
tion Commission, proceeded 
to work toward the obtaining 
of the specific parcels. 

During the year, one of the 
parcels, the Bald Hill-Wood 
Hill site, consisting of 175 
acres was purchased for the 
town as protection of the 
watershed area, as well as 
providing excellent recrea- 
tion and conservation areas 
for the town. 


The single latest Conser- 
vation Commission acquisi- 
tion, the Bald Hill site is 
within the Haggetts pond 
and Fish Brook watershed 
areas and borders on several 
acres of land open for public 
use. 

Also contained within the 
town meeting article was 
provision for acquiring the 
Sacred Heart land in 
Shawsheen and is currently 
in negotiation, The Sacred 
Heart land will be for both 
recreational development as 
well as conservation use. 


Other parcels acquired 
during the year included the 
Booth property, eighty-one 
one-half acres along the 
Skug River lowland off 
Salem street; Aubut proper- 


ty, a two acre section of 
former railroad right of way 
off Bellevue Road and 5.8 
acres of wetlands bordering 
the North Reading line off 
South Main street. 

Self help funds, through 
which the town is reim- 
bursed for up to 50 per cent 
of the cost of acquisition by 
the state, have been applied 
for by the town. 

Occupying a considerable 
amount of time for the 
Conservation Commission is 
administration of the 
Wetlands Protection Act. 
There were 15 hearings held 
during the year relative to 
the provisions of the act. Co- 
operation of the planning, 
building and health 
departments has assisted in 
the administration of the 
procedures. 

Community gardening 
again proved popular in 1976 
as 62 splits were allocated to 
individuals on the former 
Shlakis property off River 
road, administered by the 
commission, 


In another area of activi- 
ty, the trails committee con- 
tinued its work of clearing 
and marking new trails 
through conservation 
property. 

Still needed by the com- 


mission are volunteers to 
serve as overseers of the 
various commission 
holdings. During the past 
year, Mrs. Louise Van 
Everen personally super- 
vised the cleanup and im- 
provement of the Rogers 
Dell area at School street 
and Lupine Road, transfor- 
ming a neglected area intoa 
park setting. 


Solving Problems Regionally 


Sanitary 
District 


The Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District plant, 
which will provide treat- 
ment facilities for 
wastewater discharged into 
the Merrimack River, is ex- 
pected to be on line in 1977. 

All phases of construction 
of the regional plant which 
will serve Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen and 
Lawrence were nearing 
completion as 1976 drew toa 
close, 

The plant itself is located 
in North Andover to the rear 
of the municipal airport. 


Planners Work 


Specific Areas 


The Planning board is 
charged with specific effort 
toward the general overall 
future direction of the com- 
munity, as well as subdivi- 
sion control. 

In this regard, the board, 
this past year, developed 
subcommittees to work in 
special areas. 

One such group updated 
the town’s open space and 
recreation report and 
published it in early 1976, 
making it possible for the 
town to qualify for state and 
federal funding in these 
areas. 

The report also was used 
as the basis for articles 
presented to the annual town 
meeting and resulted in 
voter approval of funding for 
the acquisition of such 
properties as Sacred Heart 
land, Bald Hill - Wood Hill 
area, the latter purchased 
by the town late in the year. 
The Sacred Heart parcel is 
still in neogtiation. 

Other portions of the 
report dealt with im- 
provements to Recreation 
Park, which also was im- 
plemented through funds 
provided at town meeting. 

The planners have also 
during the past year, as they 
pursue the general direction 
of planning the town’s future 
growth, met with such 
groups as the Conservation 
Commission, Merrimack 
Valley Regional Planning 
Commission, Historic 
District Study Committee, 
Solid Waste Committee, 
traffic committee and 
Growth Policy Committeee. 

Other subcommittees are 
working with problems 
relating to the finding of a 
site for a new postal 
processing plant and im- 
provements in the Central 
Business District. 


A major item faced by the 
planners this past year has 
been working on the Sacred 
Heart property package for 
Shawsheen. 

With the assistance of 
Phillip B. Herr, planning 
consultant, the board has 
come up with a new zoning 
proposal to accommodate 
the conversion of the 
building, to apartment use. 


While the Crowninshield 
Co., proposed developers, 
have gone before the board 
of appeals for a variance to 
allow the apartment use, the 


First year operation and 
maintenance costs are es- 
timated to be $2,313,350, 
with Andover’s share of ap- 
proximately 12.5 per cent 
calling for a $289,169 expen- 
diture in 1977. 


The overall project was 
funded with the assistance 
of federal and state funds. 
Andover’s share of the 
capital expenses is eight per 
cent and the bond issue for 
this phase of the project is 
$54,127 annually. 


Dog Licenses 

There were 2,319 dog 
licenses issued in Andover in 
1976, with $9,623 in fees 
collected. 


planners have placed the ar- 
ticle in the 1977 annual town 
meeting warrant for rezon- 
ing, should that route 
become necessary. 

Also to be presented to the 
1977 town meeting will be a 
new bylaw covering signs in 
the Central Business 
District, which has been 
developed by the subcom- 
mittee reviewing CBD 
matters. 

In the area of subdivision 
control, the board reviewed 
six plans providing for 63 
house lots. Planning Board 
approval was given two, 
with 16 lots and disapproval 
was accorded two other 
plans containing 31 lots. Still 
pending are two plans witha 
total of 16 lots. 

The planners continue to 
work with Arkwright-Boston 
Insurance Co., on the in- 
dustrial development of 
their property. 


Solid Waste 
Program 
Improved 


The town’s refuse pickup 
program was improved and 
more economical as a result 
of a new contract with South 
Shore Disposal, Inc. 

The new contract which is 
for a three year period, 
provides for pickup of refuse 
once a week at households 
and includes pickup of one 
large bulky item per week. 
Formerly the contractor 
picked up large items only 
once a month. 

The service provides curb- 
side pickup of rubbish and 
garbage combined in plastic 
bags. 


Cost of the service for the 
next three years is $192,000 
annually, as compared to 
$208,850 under terms of the 
former contract, a reduction 
of $26,500 per year. 

Continuing under the 
town’s solid waste program, 
is the weekly pickup of 
recyclable items with Bill’s 
Trucking Co., Inc., the con- 
tractor at $27,500 for the 
year. 


Return to the town fluc- 
tuates based on the price on 
paper, glass and tin, but is 
continuing to prove a 
worthwhile project

Andover’s senior citizens 
were on the go in 1976- with 
the July move of their town- 
sponsored meeting place, 
The Haven, to 11 Essex 
street. 


The Haven and other 
senior citizen activities 
come under the leadership 
of the Council on Aging, 
which develops and directs 
recreational and educational 
programs for Andover 
residents over 60. 


The Haven now occupies 
the entire second floor of the 
old Theatre Building. with of- 
fices, recreation rooms and 


classrooms. The Town had 
set aside $12,000 for building 
renovations, and those were 
undertaken in 1976 with 
some assistance from 
students of the Vocational 
School. 


The regular Haven staff 
consists of Doris Hudgins, 
director; Jean Warren, part- 
time secretary; Jennie 
Faraci, senior aide; and 
three parttime drivers for 
The Haven station wagon — 
Clayton Northey, Leslie 
Westfall and Owen 
Hinckley. 

Mrs. Faraci, who is 


employed parttime by Elder 
Services of the Merrimack 
Valley, ‘‘reaches out’ into 
the community to contact 
elders who have a need for 
services offered by that 
agency, and to supply 
transportation for those 
with special needs. 


The Haven also has many 
volunteers who help in the 
office, lead classes and ac- 
tivities, drive, help with the 
daily lunch program at West 
Elementary School, or 
assist with the three to five 
“day care’’ people who are 
brought to the Haven or

come by themselves and 
stay all day. 

A new Friendly Visitor 
Program was launched in 
November by Mrs. Persis 
Laverack, in cooperation 
with the Council on Aging, 
and has an office in The 
Haven as well. The program 
enlists ‘‘friends’’ of all ages 
to visit with elders who, for 
some reason, cannot leave 
their homes. 

The Essex Street Haven 
has also enabled the Council 
to expand activities, and ap- 
proximately 20 to 35 seniors 
come to the center daily for 
bridge, French or oil pain- 
ting lessors, for the Book 
Haven (a book review class 
sponsored by Memorial Hall 
Library), for Singing for Joy 
with J. Everett Collins, or 
sewing or crafts workshops. 
In cooperation with the 
Department of Recreation/ 
Community Schools, classes 
are also offered in 
macrame, easy body 
movements, ceramics and 
sand sculpturing. There is 
card playing at all times, as 
well as socializing, piano 
playing, television and 
music. Plans are underway 
to hold suppers and socials 
in the large recreation 
room. Bakery sales, pot luck 
suppers, movies and an an- 
nual Christmas Fair are 
already held at the facility. 

The daily lunch program 

at West Elementary School 
continues to offer one well- 
balanced hot meal a day to 
senior citizens — a total of 
8181 lunches in 1976 — as 
well as an opportunity to be 
with friends. Clayton 
Northey planned the 
transportation and those 
requiring it — some 25 a day 
— were picked up at their 
homes, The Haven, or the 
elderly housing projects. 

Transportation is also 
provided for shopping and 
doctor appointments by The 
haven station wagon. A 
greater Lawrence mini-bus 
is available two mornings a 


week and on Wednesday 
mornings a bus for shopping 
at the North Andover Mall is 
provided by DeMoulas’ 
supermarket. 

Day outings were arrang- 
ed during 1976 to such places 
of interest as Mount 
Washington, the Topsfield 
Fair, Lake Sunapee, the 
State House and the Chateau 
de Ville, and overnight trips 


to Ogunquit, Hyannis, 
England, Pennsylvania 
Dutch Country and Ber- 
muda. 

In conjunction with An- 
dover Schools, long-time 
residents are involved in a 
program where their 
memories and recollections 
of the many changes in An- 
dover are being recorded on 
tape.

The department also 
reviewed six subdivision 
plans presented to the plan- 
ning board.

It costs almost $10 million 
more to operate the cor- 
porate community known as 
Andover in 1976 than it did a 
decade ago. 

Figures compiled by 
Collector-Treasurer Myron 
B. Muise, indicate that the

for all taxes was $14,355,- 
643.68, which was $9,883,613 
more than that of 1966, when 
Muise began his duties as 
tax collector. 

Muise became both collec- 
tor and treasurer in 1971 
when the job was combined 
following the retirement of 
the treasurer. 

Motor vehicle excise tax 
has also increased substan- 
tially during the past 
decade, with the $1,033,- 
372.32 due this past fiscal 
year, $471,164 higher than 
that of 1966 when the com- 
mitment was $562,208.15. 

Of the $14,355,643, com- 
mitment this past year, $13;- 
722,212, was collected and 
paid on time, comparing 
favorable with collections of 
a year ago when $4,311,035, 
of the $4,472,030 was receiv- 
ed.
